The trial of Elder J ™ Nistiolesa; assistant editor of the Deseret News, 
charged with unlawfully living with his wives, came up before the Third 
District Court in Silt Lake City on the morning of the 3rd instant, and was 
short, sharp and decisive. In the columns of the Deseret News, Elder Nichol- 
son has advised the accused brethren to avoid as much as possible exposing 
their wives and children to the brow- beating of lawyers and the insults of a 
hostile court. His conduct in his trial was perfectly consistent with his ex- 
pressions as a public journalist. Waiving his rights as a defendant, he freely 
submitted to be sworn as a witness against himself, and on his own testi- 
mony alone was convicted of the offens» charge l. The judgment of the 
court was deferred for ten days, and if Elder Nichulson does not get the fall 
extent of the law, in fine and imprisonment, from a judge whose perversions 
of justice he has so ably and conclusively exposed, then a great many people 
will be very mach surprised. Of course Elder Nicholson could-get a lighter 
sentence dy repudiating a portion of his family, but if he were to — 
great’ many people would be still more surprised.

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THE SCAN une MISSION. 


Tux aptitude of the Scandinavians 101 receive the Gospel, and the eee 
part taken by them in the great Latter-day work, are sufficient to make 
interesting any particulars relating to that mission, and therefore, during the 
recent visit of President Wells and party, a few items were gathered for’ the 
information of our readers. 

The work of the Scandinavian mission is moving avery at the present 
time. The people, generally, manifest great indifference to religion of all 
kinds. Denmark appears to have been very thoroughly warned by our Elders, - 
who say that our tracts are to be found in nearly every house they: visit. 
Nearly all the people they meet and converse with tell them they have rela- 
tives and friends in Utah. Of course, among the thousands who have gone 
up to Zion, some have been disaffected, and the letters, which that class of 

people has sent home, seem to have enjoyed a much larger circulation than 
the letters sent by the faithful and contented Saints. It is e . mse 
they have been more industrious in writing. 71 

All religions are tolerated in Denmark with the sath vague b 
that nothing immoral shall be taught. No out-door preaching is allowed in 
any part of Scandinavia. The correspondence columns of the Star have 
made our readers acquainted with the arbitrary Foreigners Law” of Denmark, 
by. means of which any resident foreigners, who may become obnoxious to 
the Government, can be summarily banished from the kingdom without trial 
or hearing. That such a law exists in autocratic Germany is not surprising, 
but it is an ugly blot upon. the free institutions of Denmark, and is so regarded 
eren by some members of the Government themselves, and probably nothing 
less than an intense fear of socialists and dynamitards (for the law was pro- 
fessedly made for their benefit) could reconcile a liberty loving people to such 
a law. Be that as it may, it has been taken advantage of by the hireling 
clergy, who have brought a great pressure to bear upon the Government 
against our missionary Elders, in whose successful labors they see the over- 
throw of their man-made and uninspired systems of religion, It is a singular 
fact that at a large, religious Convention, held some months ago, the repre-, 
sentatives of the various sects could agree. upon no matter of business nor 
doctrine that came up, until the subject.of “ Mormonism” was, broached,. 
when all immediately united in the sentiment that the ‘Mormons’ must. go.“ 
It is also said that American influence is at work inducing. the Danish Gov-,

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ernment to turn the law against our Eldera. When the Mayor of Aalborg 
banished Elder Neve, under the “ Foreigners’ Law,” he asked how such an 
arbitrary course could be taken, in a country where religious freedom was 
claimed to exist, against a man whose only offense consisted in preaching the 
Gospel. The Mayor candidly acknowledged the injustice of the act, but said 
his orders came from high officials and he believed that American influence 
had something to do with it. Six of our Elders have already been banished 
from Denmark under this law, which is justified by its supporters upon the 
theory that visiting foreigners are the guests of a nation, and governmert 
assumes to say who shall be its guests, on the principle that a man has 
aright to say who shall visit his house. 

In Norway and Sweden all Christian dissenters are tolerated, but the | 
Latter-day Saints are not recognized as a Christian sect. It is very singular 
that the Church which teaches the same doctrines that Christ taught, and the 
only Church called by His name, should be the only one excluded from Chris- 
tian courtesy and toleration. A more striking illustration of the degeneracy 
and apostasy of modern Christianity could not be given. The consequence | is 
that in Sweden and Norway the Saints have no right to preach or pray in 
meetings, administer the sacrament or baptize. But the law in this matter 
is not strenuosly enforced, and we find that the practice is far better than 
the theory, and instead of our Elders being persecuted on religious grounds, 
which a strict interpretation of the law would justify, their unobtrusive and 
self- sacrificing labors are looked upon with great toleration, and in many 
respects more freedom is experienced than in en where the form and 
theory of government are more liberal. 5 

Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, and its environs present the best field at 
present for our missionaries, there being a flourishing Branch in that 
city and a spirit of friendliness and enquiry among the people. In this Con- 
ference is a fine corps of a dozen young, native missionary Elders, whose 
intelligent countenances and stalwart forms indicate great capacity for 
usefulness and endurance in the service of God, inspired, as they seemed to 
be, with the spirit of their missions. Sweden, at the present time, is not 
sufficiently epplied with Utah Elders, but this apie will probably soon be 
remedied. 

In Christiania, the 1 ot Norway, theme j is a fine Branch of the Church, 
with a good choir whose sweet and well trained voices made melody which 
will be long remembered. In this city the Saints are blest in the possession 
of a large, well-built house, which affords a suite of rooms for Conference 
purposes, a commodious and well fitted up meeting hall, and several spare 
rooms which are rented out, At a critical time, when there seemed to be 
danger of the, property passing from the possession of the Saints through 
debt, a little. timely help p from President Taylor carried them mau over 
the crisis. 

The Saints have suffered some 2 permerntions in all these three Scandinavian 
countries, and many of our Elders have been imprisoned at various times. 
About three years ago, one of our young missionaries was arrested in Upsala, 
Sweden, and sentenced by the judge to seventeen days imprisonment on 
nd and water. Three days after passing sentence the judge died. A 
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short time after this 4 policeman 1 was requested to arrest some * Marmont.“ 
He refused, ‘remarking at the same time that they’ could spare r no “more 


judges. 
‘While it is certain that the’ lives of some of our brethren’ have’ beg 
shortened by exposure, ill usage and imprisonment in Scandinavia, there “ha 
been but one who has suffered direct martyrdom for the Gospel’s sake. 
This was about eight years ago, in the city of Aalborg, in Denmark. at 
young man was quietly walking in the streets, when he was attacked by a. 
ruffian who, without the slightest provocation, cursed him for being a Mof- 
mon” and stabbed him in the throat! The young brother died in a few days 
from the effects of the wound, and his murderer was sentenced to one year’s’ 
imprisonment, which would be considered by some as rather a severe sen. 
tence, considering that his victim was only a ““Mormon.””” 

While in Copenhagen, President Wells and party visited the grave of Ente 
Niels Wilhelmsen, who died in that city, August 1, 1881, just at the eloss of 
his presidency of the Scandinavian mission, an office ‘whith: he honorably 
filled for about two years. His fellow-laborers in the missionary field'erected — 
a monument over his grave which, although not grand hor ‘pretentious in its 
style, is considered an exquisite piece of workmanship. Elder Wilhelmsen 
had been a close personal friend of some of the party, and as we stood’ rever- 
ently by his grave, we recalled his pleasant, kindly manner and unfaltering 
devotion to the truth. If we could have had our way, we ‘would have kept 
him longer with us, but we mourn him not, for he is still engaged in the work 
he loved so well on earth. May we who are called to labor on for a little 
season in this department of God's great work, be enabled in the end to 
leave behind us as good a record. A modest little rose bush grew on his 
grave, and its last blossoms of the season were already strewing the sacred 
spot with leaves fragrant in death, a fitting emblem of the mortal life of — 
brother that went out scented with the sweet fragrance of truth, love dn 
well proven integrity. A little hedge of evergreen surrounded the mound 
beneath which lay all that was mortal of Brother Wilhelmsen. 

The Scandinavian Saints cherish his memory with great affection, and pr 
President Lund traveled with us through the'Conferences, he was occasionally 
addressed by the Saints as Brother Wilhelmsen, and we learned that it was. 
intended as the greatest compliment that could be offered him, We need 
hardly say that Brother Lund looked upon it in the same lighllt. 

About five hundred baptisms have rewarded the labors of the Eiders in 
Scandinavia so far this season, and we found the brethren full of faith and 
zeal, abounding in good works. At the various meetings attended by Presi/ 
dent Wells and party, the Saints and strangers crowded the ‘meeting houses 
and paid close attention to the remarks of the speakers. That the services 
of interpreters had to be called into requisition was a little drawback, but | 
the excellent spirit that prevailed needed no interpreter. 

The party received many favorable impressions of the Scandinavian people. 
generally. They are extremely courteous, and there is a heartiness and sin- 
eerity about their courtesy that is very pleasing. They are by no means free. 
from the social evils of modern civilization, but the effects of these vices are 
not so painfully apparent in their physical organization as in some other

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‘BISHOP ‘CLAWSON 18 SENT 10 PRISON. 
se 1 
BIsHoP 1 B. Clawson is one of the latest victims of the judicial r perse - 
cution now going on in Utah against men who, having entered into the order 
of plural’ marriage. refuse to obey an unjust and unconstitutional law which 
requires them to set asiile their sacred covenants and repudiate their plural 
wives and children. The family of Bishop Clawson has long been known as 
a representative one in Utah, and many visitors from the States, who have 
enjoyed the hospitality of Salt Lake City, have been very favorably impressed 
by, and spoken appreciatively of the excellent order prevailing in the Bishopꝰv 
family and the mutual affection and respect with which its members were 
bound’ together.” We are sure that there are many, not of our faith, who will 
learn with regret of the judicial cruelty that has torn from an ‘affectionate 
family thé honored husband and father, and consigned him to a felon cell 
as U ‘punishment for his fidelity to his lowed ones. Neither friend nor foe 
expected that Bishop Clawson would repudiate his family. He loved them 
too well and wus too proud of them to do that, and, above all, his integrity 
to his religion and his God would prevent him from taking so ignoble a. 
course. Like many of his co-religionists, under similar circumstances, he 
preferred imprisonment to dishonor. After he had pleaded guilty to the 
charge of living with his wives, the judge asked him if he had anything to 
say before judgment was passed upon him, when, in a firm, clear voice, he 
made tlie following statsment, which we find thus reported in the Deseret 
Vas, of September 29th: 

“With your honor permission, I would like to say a few words in regard 
to this matter. I am arraigned before this Court to answer to the charge of 
a misdemeanor in this: That I have been living in polygamy, and that I 
have been living wirh those that I claimed. and do claim to be my wives. 

I have been in the Church, or rather, I have been identified with the 
Church of Latter-day Saints for forty-five years, and for thirty years and 
over I have lived in my present marriage relations. When I entered those 
relations I believed that I was doing just exactly what I ought to do. I 
believed that in doing that, that I was doing something in this life that in 
the life to come would be for my benefit. I have endeavored through this 
life, up to the present time, to live a life that would justify that belief. 
When I married these, my wives, they were young and I was young, They 


state of. prosperity, or else of a very efficient system for taking care of paupers. 
are crude a few hurried 
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believed the same thing that I did. We made the’ most solemn covenants 
that men or women can make in regard to this marriage, and I and they have 
endeavored, up to the present time to live those covenants. Now they are 
along in years; streaks of gray show in their hair; they have families . 
children that have grown up and married and have children; and now, at 
this time, at my age and at their age, to ask me to renounce those ties and 
‘ast these women off and leave them and my children and say that I will 
have no more to do with them—your honor, it is a thing that seems impos- 
sible for me to say. When I believe, as I have believed, and I say now, that 
what I believed thirty years and over, I believe to-day just as I did then; 
and I believe, that were I to say that I will cast them off, that all I have 
done in all these years has gone for nothing. It is better, your honor, far 
better for me to go to prison, if that is the decision of your honor. Again, 
let that be one reason why I plead guilty to this W and why I am 
now standing before this court. 
Another reason is: How is this thing? How i is it W ! att—What i is ieee 
in itt , If I make any promises so far as regards the future, I am ostracised; 
I am looked down upon; I am dishonored in this eommunity among my 
brethren those that I respect and honor; and among all honorable men. 
There is not a mas, I believa, in this court room who has occupied the position 
I have, but what, were he to stand in my place, to-day, would do just as I 
aay that I feel to do to-day. Can I bear the scorn and the, indignation and 
the feeling that these my wives would cast upon me, after all these years if I 
an say that I will turn them away and have no more to do with them; and. 
ean I bear what my children would say, and hom my, children wonld feel in 
regard to this matter! I say no. It is only.a few years that I have to lire 
and I had better do something else than go back on what 1 here, said I 
believed is true. 
o me there are only two courses, One is a prison ak honor, the other 
is liberty and dishonor. Your honor, I have done. 53 

The speaker was calm and earnest in his demeanor, betraying no * of 
fear or anger, his words and action manifesting the sincerity of his belief i 
the righteousness of the course he was pursuing. His speech was listened to 
with wrapt attention, and at its close, after a short pause, the.court: proceeded 
to pronounce the judgment. His honor was evidently nettled because the. 
defendant showed no disposition to cower and quake, and in passing sentence 
exhibited a degree of vindictiveness in his language that. ‘surpassed. snrthing 
in that line manifested by him on any similar occasion in the pat“ 1 1 

Bishop Clawson was sentenced to six months imprisonment in the ** 
tentiary and to pay a fine of $300. He was allowed to pay a farewell visit to 
his family, some of whome accompanied him to the penitentiary. The Salt 
jake Herald says: The circumstances of the separation from his family 
were peculiarly painful at the present time, as. he leaves a daughter in deep 
mourning over the death of her child, a little grandchild lying at the point *
